The  graduates  are  arranged  in  simple  fashion  to 
clarify  proper  identification  and  to  offer  the  most 
information  about  each.  This  section  also  contains 
the  ballot,  senior  play,  and  senior  snaps.  Last, 
“Pride  of  her  valiant  sons”  ...  is  the  introduction 
for  the  advertising  section.  Many,  many  graduates 
of  G.H.S.  pay  tribute  to  their  school  by  supporting 
it  through  this  enterprise. 

The  editors  hope  that  as  the  reader  surveys  the 
Oracle  today,  and  in  the  years  to  come,  he  will 
not  forget  the  school  song  and  the  three  years  of 
which  he  is  reminded.
